Interstate Law Damaging in Its Effects.

faid one of Indianapolig’s largest ship-
pers—in years past—in conversation yester-
day: “The interstate law has proven to be
beneficial to the railroads and damaging to
the interests of merchants and manufactur-
ers and the more I think the matter over
the more do I incline to the belief that the
Pennsylvania Company was the originator
wf thelaw. From the day it went into
operation the Pennsylvania lines have
shown, each month, increase in earnings
over the earnings of corresponding months
in years gone by. The fact is, nearly all
“the roads have been benefited by the law,
‘unless it is weak lines, like the Indianapo-
lis, Decatur & Western, or the Obio, Indi-
ana & Western, prior to its being absorbed
'Dy the Big Four. What has the law done
for Indianapolis, for instance? It has prac-
i tically ruined it as a leading grain center.

~At one time Indianapolis grain merchants
handled twenty-five to thirty million bush-
els of grain ananually: now they do mnot
shandle tive million. Indianapolis, prior to
this law go:ng into effect, was the largest
(shipping point of poultry and eggs; now
‘this class of business has fallen off 50
Per cent. at least. The millers are
'‘obliged to tesort to milling ‘» transit
echemes and other methods to make small
margins on flour, aud the business of this
ity has suffered generally through the
Jdaw's operations, directly and indirectly.
“Two fma a*o noul{.ever)' shipper, except
myself, was loud in_his praise of the law;
'mow all curse it.” Indianapolis is not the
‘only point which has sufiered through the
roperations of the law. The Boston Adver-
“tiser of May 12 says: “The law, so far as it
bas been applied to New England, has done
exactly what the Advertiser predicted
would be the case; that is to say, it has in-
jured our manufacturers and our mer-
chants, and accomplished no good to an
,person. New England bas now about all
' the adverse legislation which she can suc-
cessfully endare. If the project to put the
Canadian railroads transporting freight
between the West and New England under
the interstate law is successful, nothing
will be left to this section of the country
of advantage, avd the load of unjust freight
‘discriminations now imgnaed upon New
England by the railroads between here and
Chicago will remain. This load is grievous.
unjust and indefensible. The attention of
the Interstate-commerce Commissionershas
been called to it.

CULLINGS FROM THE COURTS.

Amos J. Walker Seeks to Recover Damages
from Ja:nes Whitcomb Riley.

The disagreement that arose some months
ago between James Whitcomb Riley and
bis business manager, Amos J, Walker, led
the latter to file asuit yesterday in the
Superior Conrt against Mr. Riley, through
which he secks to recover §1,000 damages.
Mr. Walker reviews what he alleges are
the causes of the trouble endingin the dis-
ruption of the Nye-Riley e¢ombination.

Avpril 1, 1885 he states he entered into a
contract with Mr. Riley for five years, the
net proceeds of the entertainments
to be equally divided Dbetween
the two. In COctober, 1889, while this con-
tract was still in force, another was en-
tered into between Walker and Riley, of
the first part, and Edgar W, Nye and James
B. Pond, of the necond,b}p which Mr.
Riley was to be engaged by Nye and Pond
to give from four to six entertainments
each week until April1, 1890, The terms of
the contract specitied that Mr. Riley was to
be paid 860 a night, and traveling expenses,
of which amount he l(rree&to pay 820 to
the plaintiff. Nye and Pond aleo agreed to
pay Mr. Walker §50 a week as their general
traveling agent, and the combination com-
menced a tour of this country and Canada
under a schedule of dates. Jan. 17, this
ear, it is alleged, when they were at
dison, Wis., Mr. Riley refused to read,
and on the 30th of the same month he
informed Mr. Walker that he would
not appear at any of the other
entertainments specified in the original
contract, There were forty-six dates yet
to be filled, and when Mr. Riley announced
his intention of quitting, Nye and Pond
aiso abandoned the business and discharged
Mr. Walker from their employ. The plaint-
iff claims that bhe lost money by Mr. Riley’s
fmhiro to abide by the terms of his con-

Ordered to Pay Back Pension Money.
One of Lee F. Wilson’s clients has come
to grief. In the case of the United States
against Mary M. Burton, to recover §1,224.47,
alleged fraudulently eobtained from the

government, Judge Woods yesterday
ordered judgment entered for the
full amount eclaimed. He directed
the Sbelby Bank, of Shelbyville,

in which the defendant has $1,120
on deposit, to pay that amount into
the clerk’s office by May 26, to apply on the
judgment. Mrs. Burton obtained a pension
as the widow of Francis A, Burton, who
was a private in Company B, Fifty-second
Regiment Indiana Volunteers, when, in
fact, she was the divorced wife of Joel T.
Tevis, whom she married in 1866, after the
death of Burton. She was divorced from
Tevis on May 24, 1875, in _the
Shelby Circunit Court. Here is where Wil-
son saw his opportunity to work his mar-
riage annulment scheme.

Persons Who Would Like to Have Damages.

Edward Haftin was in Judge Howe's
court yesterday with a $5,000 damage suit
against Dickson & Talbott, which was put
on trial. Hafiin was ejected from the Park
Theater last fall by an officer of the house,

who claimed the plaintiff was intoxicated.
John 8. Miller has brought suit in the Su-
perior Court against Wengel Kantsky, ask-
ing for §5,000 for injuries received while in
the defendant’s employ in 1884. In Judge
Taylor's court, Matthew E. W. Doran’s suit
against the Citizens' Street-railroad Com-
pany was put on trial yesterday. Doran
claims he was knocked down by one car
~while attempting to avoid anotber, and
'wants $2500. Frank M. Hay some time
ago sued Department Commander Travis
and other officials of the G. A. R. for $10,000,
claiming that he had been unfairly treated
in a trial by court-martial. Judge Walker
held that he had no_ jurisdiction over the
case and dismissed the suit.

County Commissioners Relieved.

The Supreme Counrt yesterday affirmed
- the decision of the Union Circunit Courtin
| the anit . against the Union County Com-
missioners to enjoin them from letting the
contract for a new court-house. Two
weeks ago the complainants, who had been
beaten in the lower court, applied to the

Supreme Court for a tempo restraining
order, which was granted. Yesterday the
court decided thatthey had no_cause for
an injunction, and the commissioners can
now go ahead with the work.

Plea in Abatement.

The suit of Margaret Goodwin against H.
E. Siebert was called in the Circuit Court
yesterday, The defendant’s attorneys filed
a plea in abatement, holding that when the
original suit was filed Siebert was not a
resident of this county, and trial by jury
was temporarily waived to allow argument
on the question before the court. Judge
Howe will decide the point at issue this
morning. If he sustains the plea, the case
will be thereby thrown out of court.

Wants a Change of Venue,

Edward Aszmdn’s attorneys filed a mo-
tion in the Criminal Court yesterday for a
change of venue. The statutes provide
that in murder cases the change must be
granted, and Judge Irvin will decide to-

day where he will send it. Aszman claims
that he cannot get an impartial trial be-
fore a Marion county jury, as there isa
sentiment here, he says, against him.
